was discove red 
at 
B e a m a n 
yesterday 
morning, 
the 
cause of which is as yet unknown. 
'The you ng lady was Miss M ina 
Lane, d a u ghte r of A. 1). Lane, road- 
overseer and a higlily resp.ectab le 
farm er living n ear Beaman. 


During the past three years Miss 
Lane had b een em ployed 
in tlie 
houselio’d of J u d ge J ohn 
ILiIliy 
of this c i t \ , and was looked upon 
as a m e m b e r of the familv. 
She 
was moLlest, genteel an d a devoted 


m e m b e r ot the hirst Baptist chnrch. 
She was (piite a luimlsoine \'oung 
lady, 
of ihe 
b runette 
Ivpe, 
and 
b y her ani’ab le and wortlu' qualities 
had so e ndeared luTselt to her e m ­ 
ployers that she was provide d 
for 
in almost the same m a n n e r as - tlie 
children. 
During tlie past ten days 
Miss 
Lane-was ob s e r \ e d l ob e d es pon d e n t 
and Mrs. Dal b y was quite anxious 
in imiuiring the cause. 
At first, she 
thought the young w om an was sick, 
b ut the latter replied in tlie negative 
b y saying that slie felt (piite well. 
I.ast 'ITiursda) •morning Mr. 
Lane 
c a m e to Mr. D a l b y’s house to make 
his weekly delivery of b u tter whi(di 
he had b een furnisliing for thirteen 
years. 
H e snrpsised the familv b y 
saying tlial he hiad com e to take 
Mina home. 
Mrs. 1 )alb y was d u m b ­ 
founded when the father stated tluit 
his dangliter had written three.letters 
in each of wiiicli she said that slie 
••must 
come hom e . " 
I'he father 
was also surprised 
to think 
that 
Mina ha d not told Mis. 
Dalb x 
of 
lier intention ol ieax ing and ciiti 
c i/ed the giri for so doing. 
Mimi 
at once b iir.-,t into tears and said 
that 
Mrs. 
I)alb \ 
Inul 
b een 
so 
kind that sh.e ha« i not iuul the (ou r - 
age 
ii) 
tell her. 
Ljion leaving, 
M ina threw lier arm s a r ou n d 
Mrs 
D a l l i ya n d b urst into a violent l1ood 
of tears. 
Before starting, however, 
she went down town and can e b ack 
in ab out tifieen minutes. 
She then 
left \xith lier father for her liome at 
Beaman. 
S atu rd a y m orning she took up a 
water pail and started to the spring 
(piite a distance from her ])arent's 
house. 
H e r 
moilier insisted 
that 
Miua allow one of tlie b o\'s to get 
tlie water, b ut ilie d a u ghte r said it 
was unnecessary. 
Just as slie s ta r t­ 
ed, slie surprised her m othe r 
b y 
saying, “ I liave a mind to jiimp in." 
No atten tion was paid to this remark, 
as j it was 
llioiight to liave b een 
s})oken in a careless wav. 
^Vhen the hoiii ca m e for retiring 
in the (piietjCOunlrv' fa^ in house that 
evening, M in a asked to b e allowed 
to slee]) alone, as she had grown 
a c c u s tom e d to it it while working 
at Mr. D a l b y’s. 
'This was not true, 
as she usually liad one of the little 
girls t(j slee|i with lier. 
A liallway passes through the m i d ­ 
dle of the house, most of the f a m ­ 
ily sleejiing in the rooms on the 
east side. 
.Mina was was given a 
room on the west side, to wliicli she 
retired and locked tlie d oor 
Not 
a sound was lieard tliroiiglioiU the 
niglit, b e\ ond the occasional b a r k ­ 
ing of a dog at some distant farm 
house. 
Tlie family arose as usual yester 
day m orn in g and, after waiting for 
Miss iMina to c om e to b reakfast, one 
of the family k n oc k e d on tlie door, 
b ut receivecl no answer. A repetition 
of the k n oc k in g still b r ou ght no re- 
j)ly and the d oor was forced open. 
'Flie girl lay on her b ed as if calmly 
aslec}). 
H e r clotlies were u pon the 
foot of the 
b ed 
where 
she 
had 
jilaced them the night b efore. 
A 
gentle sliake failed to arouse her 
she was cold in death.

of nights 
ago the latter m ade tlie strange re ­ 
mark, “ I wish you would kill m e ! ’’ 
a nd ajipeared to b e in a most re­ 
morseful state 
of 
mind.

few 
nights later she seemed to b e greatly 
surprised to find that 
Mrs. 
H e n ­ 
dricks ha d not locked the d oor l e a d ­ 
ing to tlieir room, and declared that 
she would not sleep with the d oor 
unlocked. 
This in 
itself is very 
strange, as 
such 
precautions are* 
needless 
in

regulated a 
house. 
Miss Lane had 
evidently b een 
con tem platin g suicide for a n u m b e r 
of weeks, as Mrs. Dalb y not long 
ago accidentally found a small b ot ­ 
tle of carb olic acid secreted in the 
rear part of a washstan d drawer in 
one of the b ath rooms, b ut at tlic 
time did not know liow it [got there.

'Phe assistants at 
P l e i s c hm a n n ’s 
j })harmacy distinctly l e m e m b e r hav- 
' ing sold the acid to tlie girl. 
She 
pLiichased a (jua rter’s worth an d ap- 
])cared unfam iliar with the c ha r a c ­ 
teristics of the drug, m aking no r e ­ 
ply to tlie cautious directions given 
I to her. 
Funeral took {)lace this af- 
I ternoon.
